It follows a recent visit to China by 
the National Bank's managing director, Mr (Jack Booth), and general 
manager, Mr (Jim Ambridge), to discuss expanded trade and finance oppor- 
tunities between the two countries.

ASSISTANCE TO THAILAND--Australia is to start a new aid program to improve 
Thailand's agricultural research with a view to increasing its food produc- 
tion. The program will be conducted by the West Australian Department of 
Agriculture, the University of Western Australia and the federal government's 
aid agency--the Australian Development Assistance Bureau. The first stage 
of the program will cost more than $5 million and will involve regionalizing 
Thailand's agriculture department. The program will include the provision 
of technical expertise and training in Thailand and postgraduate training 

of Thai students at the University of Western Australia. The West Australian 
Agriculture Department will provide a consultation service and technical 
advice to an office in Bangkok to be staffed by four Australian experts.

MONG YAWNG, MONG HPAYAK COMBAT NEWS--On 1 May a small unit of the People's 
Army seized an M-16 in an attack on the military government's defense 
militia on the Keng Tumg-Mong Hpayak road. On the following day, 2 May, 
mine and guerrilla attacks by small units of the People's Amny near (Lang 
Hsat) killed three enemy soldiers and wounded another. On 8 May the 
People's Army clashed twice with the enemy near (?Wan Kiao) and (?Wan Wo) 
villages in Mong Yawng. Five enemy soldiers were wounded in the clashes. 
On the following day, 9 May, an ambush against an enemy vehicle on the 
Mong Yawng-Mong Hpayak road killed three enemy soldiers and wounded two 
others. The vehicle was hit and destroyed. On 11 May a small wit of 
the People's Army made an attack on an enemy force which had come to loot 
Keng Lap. One enemy soldier was killed and another wounded. A G2, a 
G-3 and some ammunition were seized by the People's Army. On 18 and 20 May, 
attacks by small units of the People’s Army around (?Wan Hpak-Hi) and 
(Wan Tao-Hki) killed three enemy soldiers and wounded seven others.

*PATRIOT' WRITER ON PRC INTEREST IN KASHMIR ISSUE

[Text] The recent reaffirmation of China's “consistent position" of support 

to Pakistan on the Kashmir issue has coincided, fortuitously or otherwise, with 
India's strong protest to Islamabad against the illegal annexation of Gilgit, 
Skardu and Hunza districts in the illegally-occupied Kashmir. What is also 
more significant is that the statement of the Chinese Vice-Foreign Minister, 

Mr Fu Hao on the Kashmir issue on 21 April in Beijing found favourable reflec- 
tion in various speeches and statements of the top Chinese leaders made in the 
course of Pakistan Foreign Minister Mr Yakub Khan's official visit to China on 
23-25 April. 


Observers of Chinese and Pakistani scene would no doubt dispute the Chinese 
claim about “consistency” with regard to the Kashmir issue. One may recall 
here that Chinese adopted a different posture in the halcyon days of "Hindi- 
Chini Bhai Bhai" relationship. For instance, India's former Ambassador to 
China, the late Mr R K Nehru, after his several rounds of discussions in the 
mid-fifties, stated that eBijing had n "reservations" about the Kashmiri peo- 
ples’ clear verdict on accession to ndia. Official records also show that in 
one of his talks on the Kashmir issue in 1959 with the Secretary-General of 
External Affairs Ministry of ndia, the late Prime Minister Chou En-lai asedk 
bluntly, "Can you cite any document to show that we have said that Kashmir is 
not a part of India?" 


As is well nkown the course of Sino-Indian relations took a violent turn in 
1962 and not unexpectedly China's stand on Kashmir and other vital issues con- 
cerning India's national interests too changed in subsequent years. China had 
even given tacit approval to Paikstan's membership in CENTO and SEATO on the 
plea that it was a measures against "India's aggressive designs" and it would 
help Pakistan ‘liberate’ Kashmir. 


In the years following the 1965 Indo-Pak conflict, China gave up all preten- 
sion of ‘neutrality’ and openly came out in in favour of Pakistan's belliger- 
ent posture on Kashmir. Marshal Chen Yi, a former Foreign Minister of China 
during one of his visits to Pakistan expressed deep sympathy for the people 
of Kashmir in their ‘struggle for self-determination.' 

















China also did not hesitate to uphold Pakistan's repeated attempts to inter- 
nationalise the Kashmir issue. Ina rare demonstration of firm solidarity 
with Pakistan on the issue, China referred to it in the Shanghai cvommunique 
which was issued on the conclusion of former US President Richard M Nixon's 
historic visit to China in February 1972. The communique stated that China 
‘firmly sunports the Pakistan Government and people in their struggle to pre- 
serve independence and sovereignty, and the people of Jammu and Kashmir in 
their struggle for the right of self-determination." 


While this brief history does not uphold China's claim of ‘consistency’ on 
the Kashmir issue, it also leaves much room for speculation on the timing of 
China's recent and earlier statements. One may recall in this context that in 
December 1962 when India and Paistan were holding bilateral negotiations for 
the settlement of outstanding disputes, China hurriedly concluded a deal with 
Pakistan ‘on the location and alignment of the boundary' with the latter. Un- 
der this deal, formally signed on 2 March 1963, China gained control over 2,100 
square miles of Indian territory in Kashmir, which was illegally occupied by 
Pakistan. On another occasion, just a few months before Pakistani troops in- 
vaded the Rann of Kutch in April 1965, the late Premier Chou En-lai announced 
in Pakistan that an agreement has been reached between the two countries on 
the construction of the Karakoram Highway across Indian territory in Pak- 
occupied Kashmir. The 800-km all-weather highway passing through Gilgit and 
Hunza leading to Sinkiang and also connecting with the Chinese network of mil- 
itary bases in western Tibet became operational in June 1978. 


Viewed in this background, the recent Chinese statement on Kashmir and Bei- 
jing's studied silence over Pakistan's illegal] annexation of three districts 
in the illegally held Kashmir region have more deeper implications than what 
meets the eye as a mere reiteration of political stance. The 21 April state- 
ment came at a time when both Pakistan and China are stating with renewed 
vigour that they are keen to normalise relations with India. It is also note- 
worthy that the Crinese reaffirmation has been made despite full knowledge 
that both India and Pakistan have pledged in the Simla agreemen- to settle 

all issues, including Kashmir, through bilateral discussions in the spirit of 
the Simla agreement. 


It needs to be stressed that China like Pakistan has developed great stakes in 
deliberately creating confusion about India's sovereignty over the Pak-occu- 
pied Kashmir areas. Apart from the Karakoram highway, China has built in co- 
operation with Pakistan three major strategic roads in the disputed regions. 


One road connects Gilgit with Kashmir through Mintaka Pass. This 400 km road 
built in 1968 has a connecting link with Muzaffarbad and goes along Gilgit, 
Hunza, Morkhun to Kashgar. The second road connects Morkhun with Kashgar 
through Khunjerab Pass. The 425 km road begins from Morkhun in Northern Kash- 
mir and extends to Kashgar through Khunjerab Pass and Quila Nabi. The third 
road connecting Skardu and Yarkand at an altitude of 19,000 feet through the 
mountain pass has just been completed. 


India's repeated statements that all these roads pose grave dangers to India's 
security have fallen on deaf ears. Construction of para-military installa- 
tions by China in Hunza and other adjoining areas is continuing till this day 























in cynical disregard for Inia‘'s concern. How real is the threat posed by 

the Karakoram highway to India's security? The two-way road characterised 
often as the ‘highway of China-Pak friendship,’ in the opinion of a Pakistani 
Major-General G S Butt has made possible for China to transport whatever 'load' 
it likes to anywhere in illegally-held Kashmir. 


For military purposes, the road, according to an Indian expert Mr Ravi Rikhye, 
would make it possible for China to deploy 36 divisions against India within 
six months. The highway will also enable China not only to move, when neces- 
sary, its troops to the Himalayan border with Indian but will also enable it, 
in coordination with Pakistan, to declare military presence in the Pak-occu- 
pied Kashmir and in Western Punjab areas. 


For China, Karakoram highway is a third route along which the Sinkiang front 
can be kept supplied, and faster too, says another expert on military affairs, 
Brig. A C Cariappa (Retd.). From mainland China it takes anything from four 
to six weeks to reach Kashgar, from Tibet it is about three weeks' travelling 
time to Sinkiang, and from Pakistan it is a mere week, he points out. Refer- 
ring to the road’s role in the event of a military conflict, he warns that 
India will have to face much more massive effort from the adversaries on the 
western and northern parts of Kashmir which hitherto were confined to skir- 
mishes by para-military forces. 


It remains to be seen how far the hCinese and Pakistani leaders are able to 
clear up the cobwebs of mystery surrounding the activities in the occupied 
Kashmir areas in the course of future negotiations on normalisations of Sino- 
Indian and Indo-Pak relations.

INDIA, SOVIET UNION TO EXPAND OIL EXPLORATION 
Madras THE HINDU in English 3l May 82 p 6 


[Text] NEW DELHI, May 30--Mr P Shiv Shanker, Union Minister for Petroleum, 

Chemicals and Fertilizers, left for the Soviet Union on Sunday on a seven-day 
visit for talks with the Soviet Oil Minister about further expansion of cooper- 

ation in oil exploration petrochemicals and pharmaceuticals 


The Soviet Union will be supplying 2.5 million tonnes of crude to India during 
1982 Mr Shiv Shanker will be visiting the oil and gas fields in Siberia and 
some of the petrochemical and pharmaceutial units in the Soviet Union. 


A major project of considerable technological interest to India is the huge 
5,500 km natural gas pipeline being built by the Soviet Union from the Uren- 
goy gas field in Siberia to Western Europe. The deadline for the flow of gas 
is some time in 1984 It will be pumped by 25 MW gas turbines which the Soviet 
Union is now reported to be developing 


One factor which seems to be delaying the project is the embargo which the 
United States has imposed on supplies of plant and machinery to the Soviet Un- 
ion. However, the Soviet Union is unlikely to be greatly handicapped by this 
embargo since it is said to be capable of fabricating most of the equipment it 
will need for the project. 


During the current plan period, the Soviet Union has a massive programme to 
build large diameter gas pipelines for a total length of 25,000 km

INDIRA, MANEKA QUARREL OVER SUCCESSION

[Text] On Monday evening, 29 March, a metallic gray Ambassador left the prime 
minister's residence, with Maneka, age 26, and her son Feroze Varun, age 2, 
inside. "I am leaving, I have had enough," the widow of Mrs Gandhi's 
younger son, who died in an air crash in June 1980, confided to a journalist. 
Then she took refuge in a Delhi hotel, since Indian tradition rules that a 
married woman cannot return to her mother's home. 


This spectacular departure--which, on the following day, was to make the front 
pages of the newspapers shudder--had its origin in the ultimatum the prime 
minister had issued to Maneka that afternoon, explaining to her in front of 
witnesses that she could no longer remain in that house if she continued to 
be associated with forces hostile to the prime minister personally and to her 
party. If Maneka would disassociate herself from them, she would again be 
welcome there. 


It all pretty much started with the decision of someone close to Sanjay--an 
Uttar Pradesh Assembly representative, Akbar Ahmed, nicknamed "Dumpy"--to or- 
ganize a rally on 28 March in Lucknow, the capital of the state of Uttar 


Pradesh. The rally was meant to revive the dead leader's five-point program,! 


and Maneka had agreed to be the guest of honor. For "Dumpy," it was a matter 
first of resurrecting the memory of a somewhat forgotten man, and then of re- 
storing hope to his faithful followers, mainly regrouped within the youth or- 
ganization of the Congress Party (Indira) [Congress-I], the Youth Congress 
and who, orphaned followers, feel somewhat neglected if not deliberately ex- 
cluded from power nowadays. 


Conspiracy and Betrayal 


There was no question, however, of embarrassing, criticizing or challenging 
the prime minister, the organizer asserted. In his opinion, the posters put 
out on that occasion and on which Maneka was flanked by Sanjay and Mrs Gandhi 
attested to that. The leaders of the party in power should, however, judge 
differently, since they decided, as of 17 March, to suspend "Dumpy," accused 
of engaging in activities prejudicial to the organization presided over by 














Mrs Gandhi. This saction--labeled "arbitrary" by its victim--was intended to 
check what party authorities perceived to be for the most part an operation 
aimed at putting Maneka into the arena and, therefore, offending her brother- 
in-law Rajiv. 


For a short time after Sanjay's death there had been some question of his 
widow taking up the torch herself and, since she was in a strong position be- 
cause of the experience gained at his side, succeeding him in preference to 
his elder brother Rajiv, an airline pilot considered by some to be a little 
soft. In actual fact, in the end the latter yielded to pressures and, tri- 
umphantly elected in his brother's electoral district, made an attention- 
getting entry into Parliament where. under his mother's watchful eye, he was 
to be initiated into the subtleties uf local politics. Maneka's entering 
the lists could, therefore, appear as an annoying challenge. 


"They wanted to buy me off," counterattacked a somewhat hard-headed "“Dumpy," 
giving to understand that he had been promised attractive positions if he 
would renounce his undertaking. Clever, he did not cease affirming his 
loyalty to Mrs Gandhi, "undisputed leader but influenced by a coterie of 
sycophants."' "Let her command and I shall obey," he added. In the meantime, 
he stood his ground, just like Maneka, who confirmed her intention to go to 
Lucknow. 


It was then that Mrs Gandhi entered the scene. She had barely landed from 
London (where Maneka had refused to accompany her) when, on 27 March, she 
described the controversial rally as an "antiparty act" and noted with sad- 
ness that "certain of those persons who had been close to Sanjay were today 
associated with those very people who had formerly fought and persecuted him 
when the Janata Party was in power.'' Whereupon she in turn asserted that the 
operation, controlled from a distance by the opposition, was financed by 

the BJP [Bharattya Senate Party], a nationalist Hindu party described as "far 
right" by the present government because of its links with the RSS [Rashtriya 
Swatamsevak Sangh], a communal league. 


The NATIONAL HERALD, a daily newspaper close to the government, spoke of 
"conspiracy," denounced "the strategy of infiltration led by the RSS," and 
recalled the recent sale of the magazine SURYA--owned by Maneka's mother, it 
had been founded by Sanjay and edited for a long time by Maneka--to a group 
linked to the BJP. "She had no choice," "Dumpy," who emphasizes the maga- 
zine's financial difficulties, says nowadays. A decision which Mrs Gandhi, 
who would not have been informed of it by Maneka, would, however, have con- 
sidered veritable treason. 





Some elected representatives of the Congress-I asserted, while they were at it, 
that "Akbar Ahmed is only the Trojan horse of the reactionary forces which we 
fought and vanquished in the past and will vanquish anew--forces which," and 
here they became accusatory, "intend to do anything to destabilize the country 
and tarnish Mrs Gandhi's image." 


Since Maneka felt that her silence had up to then done more harm than good, 
she explained in a letter sent to her moth2r-in-law on 26 March, that she was 
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voing to Lucknow in order to "nip any damage in the bud." And she attached to 
her letter the broad outline of the speech she intended to deliver there--a 
speech in which, after having affirmed her loyalty to the prime minister and 
paid homage to the memory and work of her husband, she was to recall in 
particular having fought "shoulder to shoulder" at Sanjay's side. "How, in 
these circumstances," she asked several thousand people who came to listen to 
her, "could I be the ally today of our adversaries of yesterday?" Whereupon 
she affirmed that this meeting was neither a "revolt" nor an act meant to 
break up the party in power. At the close of the meeting, nevertheless, it 
seems to have been decided to create a new organization (the objective of 
which would be to propagate Sanjay's ideas) and to hold a national rally soon 
in Delhi. 


"Dear Mummy" 


Sunday evening, 28 March, Maneka arrived back home, Monday evening she left 
hastily, with child, dogs and baggage--the price of an unacceptable chal- 
lenge, or simply, and more prosaically, a "family affair," as she was herself 
to maintain during a press conference in which she talked about "misunder- 
standing," affirmed that she was and remained “a Gandhi," asserted that, for 
the time being, she had no political plans, and declared herself ready to go 
back to her home if Mrs Gandhi wished her to do so. 


A simple "family affair"? Perhaps, but in a family--the leading family in the 
country--which was all of a sudden washing its dirty linen in public, the 
laundry being spread out over page one of the newspapers which (when they were 
not publishing straight-out photocopies were reporting on the letters exh- 
changed by the two women. Thus, Mrs Gandhi was said to have denounced the 
"bad influences" from which, after Sanjay's death, Maneka is said not to have 
been able to or not to have wanted to free herself, reproaching Maneka indi- 
rectly for "her origins"--Mrs Gandhi is a Brahmin, India's leading caste--and 
accusing Maneka of lacking respect for her on several occasions, "to the point 
of shocking Sanjay himself." 





On her part, Maneka pointed out to her "dea: Mummy" that "no other human being 
would have put up with" what she had been subjected to since the death of her 
husband. And went on to recall that in difficult times she had fought at 

her side "while the rest of the family was ready to escape abroad." "I only 


ask for a little affection," wrote this person whose mail was apparently cen- 
sored, visitors screened and telephone tapped. 


"Enough, that is enough," the prime minister's entourage then decided, quite 
wisely, refusing to get involved in an argument being hawked about without 
restraint. Does this mean that we can write "end" to a story fit to make the 
best Bombay screenplay writers green with envy, a story with the favorite 
themes of Indian movies: the traditional tensions existing within the "joint 
family''--the extended family--and, in particular, the conflict between the 
"bahu" (the daughter-in-law) and the "saas" (the feared and fearsome mother- 
in-law)?

Apparently not, inasmuch as the episode was perceived by most observers of the 
political scene as much more than a simple family quarrel--as worthy of the 
Mongol courts or the Bonaparte tribe. Here one must go back. When Sanjay 
died, he left behind him a young widow, a son, a tearful mother and a horde 
of paralyzed followers. Rajiv succeeded him. Sanjay's army was disbanded, 
his widow got out of the way, and he was destined for obscurity and the 
silence of anonymity. Suddenly she rebelled, at the same time becoming the 
hope of the demobilized followers who were all the more formidable since they 
were fighting with their backs to the wall. And there she is, offending the 
rising star, Rajiv, who certain people feel is taking forever to take off. 

So some talk of a war of succession in which two totally different styles 

are said to be in confrontation. On the one hand, the honest, the gentle, 
the courteous, the prudent, the pragmatic Rajiv--endowed with a halo because 
he belongs to the Nehru dynasty. On the other hand, the person some have 
identified with Durga, the warlike divinity--Maneka, Sanjay's widow, ready to 
mount her legend. 


Unless she chooses to listen to the advice of those already suggesting to her 
to sacrifice her ambition on the altar of the future of her son, Varun. 
In India, one looks far ahead,

1. In July 1976, Youth Congress, led by Sanjay Gandhi, proposed a program

MAJOR CABINET SHAKE UP REPORTED IN BIHAR 
Bombay THE TIMES OF INDIA in English 31 May 82 p l 


[Text] PATNA, May 30 (UNI)--The Bihar chief minister, Dr. Jagannath Mishra, 
today dropped the minister of state for law and housing, Mr. Sagir Ahmed, and 
changed the portfolios of almost all ministers in a major shakeup of his 
ministry. 


Although Mr. Ahmed is officially stated to have tendered his resignation, in- 
formed sources said he was asked by the chief minister to resign because of 
his alleged involvement in some scandal. 


Among the cabinet ministers, Mr. Ramsharaya Prasad Singh has been relieved of 
the industries department and allotted food, supply, commerce, information and 
public relations in addition to his old portfolio of parliamentary affairs — 
while Mr. Yogeshwar Prasad Yogesh, till now in charge of the road construction 
and building departments, was given industry. 


The health minister, Mr. Umeshwar Prasad Varma, has been moved to irrigation 
department, till now held by the chief minister himself. 


The rural reconstruction and panchayati raj department held by Mr. Shankar 
Dayal Singh has been allotted to Mr. Rajendra Pratap Singh. Mr. Dayal Singh 
was given road construction and transport department. 


The mines and geology and sugarcane minister, Mr. L. P. Sahi, became health 
and family welfare minister. 


The minor irrigation minister, Mr. Jagnarain Trivedi, has been put in charge 
of building construction in addition to his old department of religious trusts. 


The agriculture minister, Mr. Ramesh Jha, has been given minor irrigation also. 


The minister for excise and prohibition, Chaudhary Salauddin, has also been 
allotted the public health engineering department and wagfs. 


Mr. Budhadeo Singh has been shifted from urban development to mines, minerals 
and jails. 
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The co-operative minister, Mr. Ghanshyam Singh, gets urban development and 
sugarcane departments, while Mr. Sami Nadvi has been given the co-operative 
department. 


Mr. Karam Chand Bhagat and Mr. T. Mochi Rai Munda will, however, continue to 
hold the education and forest departments, respectively. 


The portfolios of ministers of state were also reshuffled.

INDONESIA CONTRIBUTES $3 MILLION TO ASIAN DEVELOPMENT FUND 
Jakarta KOMPAS in Indonesian 1 May 82 p 2 


{Text] Manila, 30 April--For the first time Indonesia has made a contribution 
to the ADF (Asian Development Fund), the source of funds for the Asian 
Development Bank (ADB), which are used for helping developing countries with 
very soft loans (no interest). 


The contribution of $3 million was mentioned by Minister of Finance Ali 
Wardhana when he spoke at the yearly meeting of the Council of Governors of 
the ADB in Manila on Friday [30 April]. 


Together with Hong Kong, South Korea, and Taiwan, Indonesia was said to have 
opened a new page of history in the ADB. ADB President Masao Fujioka, in 
addition to expressing his thanks, stated that the four countries are the 
first among the developing countries to give assistance to the ADF. Up to 
the present the ADF has obtained its funds from wealthy, developed countries 
which are members of the ADB, such as the U.S., Japan, Canada, and others, 
while the developing countries have only been recipients of loans. 


Apart from Indonesia, which provided $3 million, Hong Kong stated it would 
provide $1 million, while the contributions from Taiwan and South Korea are 
not yet known. 


However, on the whole the ADB has had difficulty in collecting funds for the 
ADF. The ADB has two kinds of funds, that is, conventional funds which are 
loaned out under not particularly soft conditions and on which interest is 
payable. For the countries which are considered the poorest among the develop- 
ing countries there is the ADF which provides loans on very soft conditions and 
without payment of interest. 





A large part of the difficulties facing the ADB is caused by the fact that the 
U.S., as the largest contributor of ADF funds, has stated that it will reduce 
its total contribution. In this connection the ADF needs $3.2 billion for 

the period 1983-1986 in order to be able to help the developing countries 
which most need help. The shortfall in the ADF fund, it is hoped, will be 
made up by contributions from the 10 developed countries which are members 

of the ADB.

SYNDICATED LOAN OF $300 MILLION OBTAINED 


Jakarta KOMPAS in Indonesia 6 May 82 pp l, 9 


{Text] Jakarta, KOMPAS--Indonesia’s credit worthiness has been recognized 

by the international world and in particular among bankers, non-bank financial 
institutions, and among other investors. For that reason Indonesia is 
currently receiving many offers of loans from foreign investors on low credit 
terms. 


Minister of Finance Prof Dr Ali Wardhana and Governor of the Central Bank 
Dr Rachmat Saleh made this statement to reporters on Wednesday [5 May] at 
the Ministry of Finance after the installation in officer of a number of 

banking officials. 


In New York on 20 April the Bank of Indonesia signed an agreement under which 
it will receive credit assistance amounting to $300 million (about Rp 195 
billion) from a syndicate consisting of 40 international banks, principally 
from the United States. The interest rate on this line of credit is 3/8 

of a percent above LIBOR (London Interbank Offered Rate), the inter-bank 
interest rate on loans which is set in London. 


Later on, at the beginning of May 1982, the Bank of Indonesia will sign a 
"floating rate note" (FRN) in London, a type of financial obligation whose 
interest rate floats, depending on the circumstances. The level of the 
interest has been fixed at 0.25 percent above the LIBOR. The total funds 
under the FRN which can be drawn amount to $200 million, or about Rp 130 
billion. This obligation will be sold to 15 banking firms in Europe, led 

by Swiss Bank Corporation International Ltd. The »eriod for repayment of the 
obligation is 10 years. 


These two events, according to Ali Wardhana, show that Indonesia is presently 
recognized as a country whose development is going well. The interest rates 
of 3/8 of a percent and 0.25 percent above the LIBOR has only been extended 
to Malaysia and Indonesia among the developing countries. The low the 
interest rate the greater the confidence shown by foreign financial interests 
to Indonesia. "However, maintaining this credit worthiness is very difficult, 
for which reason Indonesia must succeed in its development program," said 

Ali Wardhana. 
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Governor of the Central Bank Rachmat Saleh said that because economic 


conditions in Indonesia are attractive Indonesia is receiving many offers 
of loans from foreign financial institutions, foreign banks, and other 


investors. “However, we must limit our borrowings. We must arrange things 
so that we don't go too far. Loans must be matched to our needs," he said. 


The $300 million credit from the banking syndicate and the $200 million from 
the Floating Rate Note are not directly earmarked for any particular develop- 
Ment project. The funds will be used to pay for several projects. The fact 
that these funds are not linked to any particular project means that we have 
avoided receiving loans under restrictive conditions. With the $500 million 
in credits Indonesia is free to spend it and to purchase things needed for 
projects from any country at all, provided the equipment is regarded as 
tulfilling the project needs. 


The FRN obligation is a new way of obtaining funds in foreign exchange. 
Credit assistance has also been obtained from the banking syndicate. 


lhe Bank of Indonesia, in obtaining loans in foreign exchange, has tried to 
work through a number of banks in a number of countries. In this way it has 
become increasingly evident that Indonesia is trusted overseas, not only by 
4a given group of banks but in a broad sense. It is increasingly known as 

a country whose credit worthiness is high, and it is increasingly easy to 
obtain credit when it is needed. 


For the Bank of Indonesia the best way to obtain funds from abroad cannot 

be determined. The Bank of Indonesia merely limits itself to arranging 
conditions in terms of the circumstances, and this time was regarded as the 
most appropriate for obtaining funds through an FRN obligation. In addition 
to the FRN Indonesia has previously issued six kinds of obligations at fixed 
rates of interest in various foreign countries. 


Indonesia issued the first obligation in July 1978, amounting to 10 billion 
and with a repayment period of 10 years. The second obligation was issued 

in October, 1°78, for a period of 6 years and a value of DM 100 million. The 
third obligation was issued in March 1979, to the value of 75 million Dutch 
guilders and for a period of 10 years. The fourth obligation was for 7 
billion Kuwaiti dinar and for a period of 12 years and was entered into in 
July 1979. The fifth obligation was entered into in September 1980, and was 
valued at 75 million Swiss francs and for a period of 5 years. The sixth 
obligation was for 10 billion for a period of 10 years.

LAND REFORM STUDY COMMITTEE RESUMES ACTIVITY 
Jakarta KOMPAS in Indonesian 13 May 82 pp 1, 12 


[Excerpts] Jakarta, KOMPAS--After about 15 years of no activitity on Wednes- 
day [12 May] the first meeting of the Central Land Reform Study Committee 
(PPLP) was held at the Ministry of Internal Affairs. The meeting was opened 
by Minister of Internal Affairs Amir Machmud, accompanied by Director General 
of Agrarian Affairs Doctor Daryono, and with several senior officials of the 
Ministry of Internal Affairs attending. 


The formation of this committee is based on Minister of Internal Affairs 
Decision No 37/1981 in implementation of Presidential Decision No 55/1980. 
The appointment of members of the committee, handled by Minister of Internal 
Affairs Decision No 28/1982, involves the designation of nine officials by a 
number of ministries and the Central Executive Council of the Association 

of Indonesian Farmers’ Organizations (HKTI). 


Members of the committee are: Maj Gen Naya Iskandar (Ministery of Defense 
and Security), Dr Sri Oeripto (PPLH) [expansion unknown], Dr A T Birowo (chief 
of the Bureau of Planning in the Ministry of Agriculture), Oskar Surjaatmadja 
(director general of domestic monetary affairs in the Ministry of Finance), 
Dr Sumantri Wirjosedono (chief of the Bureau of Legal Affairs in the Ministry 
of Manpower and Transmigration), Mrs Sumarpeni Sedyatmo (chief of the Bureau 
of Legal Affairs in the Ministry of Public Works), Dr Kusmiyat Wiryodinomo 
(chief of the Cooperatives Research Center in the Ministry of Trade and Coop- 
eratives), Dr Hajati Soeroredjo (director of criminal law in the Ministry 

of Justice), and Muhammad Toha (chairman of the Central Executive Council of 
the HKTI). 


The Central Land Reform Study Committee (PPLP) will be assisted by the director 
of land reform as its secretary, together with three assistant secretaries, 

who will provide technical assistance in carrying out the work of the secre- 
tariat. Meetings of the committee are planned to be held once every 2 months 
or whenever circumstances require. 


Director General of Agrarian Affairs Daryono, in his report to the committee, 
mentioned three problems to be considered at this time. First, consideration 
of the failure to carry out land reform in the framework of implementing 

"the seventh success" of the “Eight Successes," that is, success in handling 

the land question. 
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Secondly, he referred to consideration of the resolution of the problem of 
land reform disputes, particularly those conn:cted with decisions of the 
State courts, state appeals courts, and the Supreme Court. Thirdly, consid- 
eration of the problem of compensation for land over the maximum allowed and 
absentee land ownership in the framework of implementing the land reform 
program. 


The committee will have the task of providing advice to the minister of 
internal affairs regarding all matters connected with the implementation of 
the land reform program which come under the minister. 


Installation in office of the members of the Central Land Reform Study 
Committee (PPLP) and the chairmen of the Regional Land Reform Committees 
(the governors of the respective provinces) was performed by the minister 
of internal affairs, Amir Machmud, on 6 March 1982 at the Balai Sidang in 
Senayan on the occasion of the closing meeting of the All-Indonesia Confer- 
ence of Governors, Regents, and Mayors. 


Minister of Internal Affairs Amir Machmud drew attention to the emergence of 
an incorrect impression that land reform in Indonesia is no longer needed or 
ne longer exists. That impression has emerged because for 15 years nothing 
has been heard of land reform activity. "Such a view is absolutely untrue, 

but there are reasons why it exists," said Amir Machmud. He said that since 
the G30S/PKI [abortive communist coup attempt in 1965] it seems there has 

been a feeling of fear among members of the community and within the govern- 
ment structure of speaking about or especially of carrying out land reform. 
This is because the word "land reform" has been identified with the communists. 


The implementation of the land reform program, said the minister of internal 
affairs, will be carried on, among other things, with the redistribution of 
land which is its object. In connection with that attention needs to be 

given to the increase of population in Indonesia, particularly in Java, which 
is becoming more and more crowded. There are about 11 million people who are 
small farmers and have less than one-half hectare. In connection with the 
redistribution of land, which is the object of land reform, these matters need 
to have attention. 


"In carrying out land reform in Indonesia individual property rights are not 
being abolished. Land reform does not end the individual rights of people 

to the land. What is being limited is the amount of land," said Minister Amir 
Machmud, adding, "It is for that reason that land affected by the provisions 
of the land reform program and later taken over by the state will require 
compensation of the last landowner of record." 


In accordance with Regulation No 4/1967 issued by the director general of 
agrarian affairs the maximum compensation has been fixed at Rp 50,000 per 
hectare. The minister of internal affairs admitted that this price will 
cause many former owners of land to refuse to accept this conmpensation, 
with the result that solution of the problem will go on endlessly and cause 
many quarrels. The easy way to overcome the problem is to increase the 
amount of the compensation. However, in this connection it is necessary to 
note the limited funds available for the purpose.

COMMUNICABLE DISEASE REMAINS COMMUNITY HEALTH PROBLEM

{Text] Jakarta, KOMPAS--The results of research carried out in 1980 show 

that at any given time about 11.4 percent of the population of Indonesia is 
suffering from illness, Of that total about 57.2 percent of them are suffer- 
ing from communicable disease. This statement was made by the director general 
for the prevention and elimination of communicable disease in the Ministry 

of Health, Dr Adhyatma, during the program "Television Platform" last Tuesday 
evening [27 April]. 


Dr Adhyatma said that it is clear that communicable disease is still a 
community health problem in Indonesia. This is because the most common 
diseases people suffer from in Indonesia are communicable illness, while 
cancer, diseases of old age, heart disease, injuries, and other medical 
conditions are just starting to appear, However, communicable disease is 

still the major problem in Indonesia as a developing country. There is also 
the fact that communicable disease causes repeated illness such as infection 
of the upper and lower respiratory system, including influenza, bronchitis, 
inflammation of the lungs, skin diseases, diarrhea, tuberculosis, eye diseases, 
malaria, and other parasitical infections. However, the most serious communi- 
cable diseases which cause death are infections of the upper and lower res- 
piratory passages, such as inflammation of the lungs, diarrhea, tuberculosis, 
tetanus, and typhus affecting the intestines. 


According to Dr Adhyatma, in order to prevent and eradicate communicable 
disease effectively, it is necessary to break the chain of infection. Among 
other things this includes improvement of health conditions in the neighbor- 
hood, killing insects or livestock suffering from disease, treatment of sick 
people who are the source of infection, and immunizing community groups which 
may be affected by communicable diseases. Usually, these efforts at prevent- 
ing and eradicating the spread of disease are carried out as a combination of 
several of the forms of activity mentioned previously. 


Communicable disease which can be prevented by immunization includes diphtheria, 
whooping cough, tetanus, poliomyelitis, and so forth. The object of prevent- 
ing and eradicating communicable disease is to lower mortality and illness 
figures and reduce the impact of other consequences of communicable disease. 
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Dr Adhyatma said that as a result of efforts to prevent and wipe out comnuni- 
cable disease, illnesses like the plague, which were once the greatest health 
problem affecting Java, have been effectively eradicated. Indeed, in a 
gradual way the plague has been completely overcome or confined to a single 
location, that is, Boyolali [Central Java]. Since 1972 Indonesia has had 

no additional cases of the plague affecting human beings. Smallpox has also 
been successfully wiped out. Previously, small pox was once major community 
health problem. However, since 1972 there have been no reports of smallpox 
in Indonesia. The last case of smallpox was reported from Tangerang [West 
Java] in 1972. In 1974 Indonesia was declared free of smallpox, and the whole 
world was declared free of smallpox in 1980. 


There are other communicable diseases which have been successfully eradicated 
or whose incidence and seriousness as a cause of death have been reduced, 
according to Dr Adhyatma, including yaws, which has been eradicated. The 
seriousness of malaria has been reduced, the death statistics due to cholera 
have been reduced, and the death statistics due to dengue fever have been 
reduced. In 1968 the incidence of death among those suffering from dengue 
fever was still 48 percent; presently, the figure was dropped to 3-4 percent. 


Meanwhile, he admitted that other diseases have not yet been eradicated, but 
the program to deal with them is spreading wider and reaching farther out. 
The immunization program now reaches, 2,099 Community Health Centers, and the 
program for the eradication of tuberculosis now reaches 1,320 Community 
Health Centers.

INCREASE IN NICKEL PRODUCTION 
Jakarta KOMPAS in Indonesian 7 May 82 p 2 


[Text] Jakarta, KOMPAS--Although prices have declined slightly, production of 
nickel ore at present continues to rise, compared with the previous period. 
From January through March 1982, at the Pomalaa and Gebe nickel mines which 
are operated by Aneka Tambang [Aneka Mining Company] 343,345 tons of nickel 
ore were produced, an increase of 54,918 tons compared with production of 
nickel ore during the same period of the previous year, when only 288,427 

tons were produced. 


An Aneka Tambang source contacted by KOMPAS on Thursday [6 May] gave no 
particular reason for the increase in production. However, out of the 
production figure mentioned above 234,033 tons were exported to Japan. The 
export price fell from $29 per ton in January to about $28.30 per ton in 
April. 


It appears that the government wishes to continue to increase production and 
exports of nickel ore in an effort to obtain more foreign exchange which is 
little affected by the decline in the production of petroleum. In 1981 
production of. nickel ore only reached the level of 1,537,224 tons, while in 
1982 production of 1,715,000 tons is hoped for, or 177,976 tons more than in 
1981. It is planned that from this production some 1,480,000 tons will be 
exported, bringing in about $34,989,793 in foreign exchange. 


In the ferronickel sector production has also been increased. In 1980/1981 
production of 4,506.4 tons was recorded, with exports amounting to 4,434 

tons valued at $27.8 million. In fiscal year 1982/1983 it is planned for 
production to be increased further to 5,000 tons. It is planned that all of 
this will be exported for a value of $28.4 million. Exports will be directed 
in particular to Japan and Europe. Last March the price of ferronickel was 
$6,415 per ton. 


Ferronickel is produced by the ferronickel factory at Pomalaa. When the 
factory is working normally it is capable of processing 350,000 tons of raw 
ore, which amounts to 250,000 tons of dry ore. From ore containing 1.8 
percent of Ni (nickel) some 20,000 tons of ferronickel can be obtained. 


In an effort to increase diversification of production in order to lessen 
dependence on a low-priced commodity like nickel ore and dependence on 
petroleum, the government is carrying out preparations for an expansion of 
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the plant. This will be based on the plan to develop a PLTA [Earth Resources 
Electric Energy Center] at Larona Hilir. An economic feasibility study on 
the expansion of the plant and development of the PLTA on a joint basis was 
prepared in 1981. The development project will be carried out in two phases 
until the PLTA has a capacity of 135 Megawatts and there is a 300 percent 
increase in the capacity of the processing plant. In carrying out this 

plan PT Aneka Tambang will be able to increase production of ferronickel 

to 16,000 metric tons of nickel per year.

NEED TO IMPORT LRON ORE EXPECTED TO CONTINUE

{Text] Jakarta, KOMPAS--For the indefinite future Indonesia will still have 
to import iron ore because domestic production does not meet even the small- 
scale requirements, while the iron content of the ore is not very high. 
Known reserves in the country are still limited. 


In 1981 the total quantity of iron ore imported by Indonesia from a number of 
countries such as India and Brazil was rather large, or about 600,000 tons. 
The full productive capacity of iron ore each year in Indonesia amounts to 
about 2 to 3 million tons. 


Domestic requirements for iron ore each year have risen quickly. Iron ore, 
which is the primary raw material for the iron and steel industry, must first 
be processed into pellets before it is used. After the processing into 
pellets, if the steel is to be used for fuel pipes, it must first be pro- 
cessed into steel plates or sheets. 


The steel pipe industry is the largest consumer of steel plates or sheets 
made from pellets which in turn are made from iron ore. Requirements for 
steel pipe in development projects continue to increase. 


Total requirements for steel pipe for petroleum and natural gas in Indonesia 
are currently estimated at about 300,000 tons, about 50 percent of which is 
welded pipe, while the remainder is not welded pipe. However, domestic 
production can only take care of about 70 percent of requirements, while the 
remaining 30 percent must be imported. 


Minister of Industry Abdul Rauf Soehoed, in presiding over the official 

entry into operation of the PT Bakrie Pipe Industries (BPI) factory at 

Bekasi [West Java] on Wednesday [28 April] stated to the press that Indonesia's 
continuing need to import iron ore should not be a cause for concern. He noted 
that Japan was an advanced industrial country which continues to import iron 
ore for its industrial needs in a number of sectors. "Japan does not produce 
iron ore at all. However, Indonesia continues to produce iron ore, although 
the quality does not fully meet our requirements. This should not be a cause 
for concern, because it is the will of God that there is only a limited 
quantity of iron ore in Indonesia and its quality does not meet the require- 
ments," Soehoed added. 
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Meanwhile, the president and director of PT Bakrie Pipe Industries (BPI), 

H Achmad Bakrie, stated in his report that the factory, which will have a 
capacity of 100,000 tons of pipe per year, will cost Rp 15 billion. This 
cost will be met jointly by BAPINDO (Bank Pembangunan Indonesia) [Indonesian 
Development Bank] and by BPI. The bank will hold about 40 percent of the 
Shares in the factory. 


On this occasion the commander of KOPKAMTIB [Security and Order Command], 
Admiral Sudomo, and the director general of basic metal industries, Dr Eman 
Yogasara, were in attendance. The presence of Admiral Sudomo attracted*the 
attention of journalists who were following the program. A reporter asked 
Admiral Sudomo if his attendance at the dedication of the plant indicated a 
special matter which could be discussed. Admiral Sudomo replied with a 
laugh, "There's nothing to it. I am just a good friend and old acquaintance 
of Achmad Bakrie. When I retire, I could always go to work in a factory 
owned by Achmad Bakrie."

SAKURAUCHI TALKS WITH LEADERS--Japan supports Malaysia's efforts in working 
toward the formation of a coalition government of the three resistance 
groups in Kampuchea. This message was conveyed by the visiting Japanese 
foreign minister, Mr Yoshio Sakurauchi, in talks with the prime minister, 
Datuk Sri Dr Mahathir Mohamed, in Kuala Lumpur. A spokesman for Wisma 
Putra [Foreign Ministry] told newsmen they also discussed the possible 
relocation of certain Japanese industries in Malaysia. This will help 
transfer Japanese technology and knowhow to Malaysians. On the economy, 
Datuk Mahathir said it was not very healthy due to the low prices of export 
commodities and global recession. Malaysia would require more financial 
assistance from Japan. In this context the prime minister stressed that 
Malaysia should not be treated as a newly industrialized country but as a 
developing one. Earlier, Mr Yoshio Sakurauchi met the minister of foreign 
affairs, Tan Sri Ghazali Shafie. He pledged that Japan would help Malaysia 
in its look east policy. In line with this, a team of experts will be sent 
to Malaysia soon to assess its training and educational requirements. 

The experts will also recommend the fastest way of teaching Japanese to 
Malaysians intending to pursue studies and training in Japan.

DISTORTION OF ‘HIJACKING' NEWS CRITICIZED 
Lahore CHATAN in Urdu 3 May 82 pp 10-13 
[Article by Sauban Ghalzai: "What is Freedom of the Press?"] 


[Excerpts] In newspapers competitic negative competition, produces an 
explosive situation for readers and journalists. When the "order of the 
day: in the newsroom is "Give me something explosive" then it will inevitably 
be so. Whether the explosion is in social life or in the newsroom, 
innocent passersby and spectators will feel the force of the blow. The 
picture which the newspapers presented on 24 April of the immediate effects 
of the explosive event which occurred on 23 April, 1982 is both irritating 
and amazing. Since some time has passed and the effects are ebbeing, this 
is an appropriate opportunity to try to determine what the means of 
acquiring news are, who is responsible for the publication of the news 
gathered, what is freedom of the press, and how is it related to the 
gathering and dissemination of news. 


Before answering the above questions and considering their effect on the 
current situation we will look at what the news really was, and at how it 
was published in the newspapers. 


We have in front of us three newspapers of Lahore: MASHRIQ, NAWA-I-WAQT, 
and JANG. These three newspapers all published one news item with the 
date line of 22 April. NAWA-I-WAQT published it as by its special 
correspondent, MASHRIQ by its staff reporter, and JANG by its staff 
reporter, PR (that is, press release). At least this much is clear from 
these attributions: the news being given is the result of the reporters’ 
own investigation. The reporters are the source of the news and they are 
responsible for the truth or falsehood of the items included in the news. 
It is also necessary to mention in this regard that the newspaper is not 
released from responsibility just by publishing such indicative words as 
“press release" or PR and BR. This does not and can not exonerate it. The 
newspaper is responsible for any news it publishes, whether it is true or 
false. Here it is necessary to refer to a news item published against 
Maulana Kausar Niyazi by a newspaper published from London. Maulana 
Kausar Niyazi declared the news item to be contrary to fact and a false 
accusation. The matter reached the courts, the newspaper agreed that it 
was guilty of wrongdoing, and the court, ruling Maulana Kausar Niyazi to 
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be in the right, ordered the newspaper to pay Maulana Kausar Niyazi a 

very appropriate amount by way of fine for their defamation of his fame 

and honor. But unfortunately we have to say that these kinds of laws are 
almost unknown in Pakistan. Here it is usually not a crime to publish a 
news item which is contrary to fact. Even if one manages to somehow make 
it a crime, the newspaper is protected and safe if it fulfills the legal 
necessity of publishing a small clarification and refutation, which cannot 
compensate for the great damage done by the publication of an important 
news item. The result of this unusual protection for newspapers is that 
the reporter does not work hard to insure the correctness and truth of the 
news, and as a working journalist I know very well how every evening in the 
newsroom each person searches out the press releases for his “beat" and 
either verbatim or with a minimum of rewriting puts on them "staff reporter" 
or “special correspondent" and presents them as his own. So on 23 April 
too, this is what happened. 


The thing which bothers one here is why the newspaper reporters did not try 
to find out the reason for the Airport Security Force delaying the press 
release for 1 day? How could they tolerate accepting it exactly as it was 
presented? Why were they so happy to have "instant" and "pungent™ news that 
they abandoned all the obvious and customary principles for investigating 
news about "sensitive" institutions, while the PIA itself had not even 
reported any incident serious enough to be connected with an airplane 
hijacking. 


Not only this, in the newspaper editions reserved for Lahore this news was 
published with headlines just two columns high, while in the editions for 
districts outside Lahore, in JANC in particular, this news was published with 
very large headlines, as though they were making the lead sotry of the day 
out of this 24 hour old news in which the police, in light of the report of 
the Airport Security Force, had only entered an accusation of illegal 
possession of a weapon under Article 13/20/65. If this was really a 
hijacking incident, why didn't the newspapers tell why this institution and 
the police changed an extremely serious event into an ordinary incident of 
illegal possession of a weapon. It is the personal experience of this 
reporter, and newspaper pages give evidence of this, that often news items 
are published where it is said that the police have changed armed robbery 
and brigandage into a charge of ordinary robbery. 


What is more, at the newspaper JANG, which gave this news the greatest 
"slant," it came to light that two people on its reporting staff made contact 
with some friends in the Islami Jamiat-i-Tulaba [Islamic Students’ 
Association] and informed them of the incidents reported in the press 
release. They learned their reaction and position. After this, journalistic 
ethics and principles required that they state the position of the Islami 
Jamiat-i-Tulaba as well, but they did not. It was as a result of this 

action that the members of the association raced to appeal to the newspaper 
offices and made them aware of the hidden mischief in the press release, 

but they did not receive an encouraging answer. They had a face to face 
conversation with JANG's resident editor, in particular, but he remained 
unyielding. These reporters also invented the matter which formed the basis 




















for this whole outburst on the basis of the press release which was issued 
after a delay and with a slant. How did the responsible gentlemen in JANG 
look at this matter? This can be guessed from these words of Mr Inam 
Durrani which were published in JANG in Karachi on 27 April: 


“Although those in whose support this spectacle of terror and destruction was 
enacted might have many complaints at being arrested by the Airport Security 
Force, the ordinary airline passenger who is treated no better than a butcher 
treats goats or sheep has many more complaints, and we cannot ignore the 
possibility than the matter was built up at the airport. 


“Airplane passengers often have licensed pistols which they give into the 
safe keeping of the airplane staff. And we ourselves have seen during 
airplane trips that some passengers are not familiar with the procedure and 
their weapons are later taken from them and given to the cabin crew, and it 
is just possible that an ordinary incident was dramatized to make it 
sensational. But there is still no justification for punishing the news- 
papers for the sins of the original author of this exaggeration.” 


Mr Inam Durrani has given a correct analysis of this incident, but he has 
ignored one thing that the news is also scrutinized in the reporting rooms 
and newsroom. There was once a time in JANG in Lahore when people were 
immediately thrown out of the newspaper for any mistake in a headline. He 
also knows that because of the publication of a news item about the Karachi 
Bar Association in JANG, the paper had to publish clarifications and 
apologies which are still considered unusual for their volume and contents. 
So if a news item is published with such prominence, it can only be with 
the complete and utter satisfaction of the news editor and editor. In this 
case we will call the position that the newspapers published the true news 
completely correct so far as the claim of NAWA-I-WAQT goes, but it is 
difficult to accept it in the case of JANG. 


If we try to pull together the above discussion, we can summarize it as 
follows: that all those causing the tumult, and the newspapers themselves, 
agree that the news which was published was far from the truth. This is 
confirmed by this news item published on 26 April on the front page of the 
Lahore JANG: "JANG and the Islami Jamiat-i-Tulaba have reached an 
understanding," and "Some readers have complained that some incidents in 
our news were not reported correctly. The editors wish to make it clear 
that they had no intention of defaming the members of the Islami Jamiat-i- 
Tulaba and if members of the association were saddened by some portion of 
this news item, we are sorry,” and also "The high command of the Jamiat for 
its part apologizes to JANG and its workers." 


Now when we talk of investigative reporting in journalism, it is possible 
that some reporting may go against its proper nature and lead up to the 
usurping of someone's rights and the insulting of someone's honor. This 
is something which has become quite ordinary in all developed countries, 
where there is the control of fines for newspapers and fines and prison 
terms for reporters. There too there are protests and demands for 
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reparation. The difference is that in Pakistan there is no law to protect 
the rights of the pubiic. The attempt to make newspapers ethical has gone no 
further than the desire to talk of forming a press code of honor and press 
court. Remember that KOHISTAN was burned, MASHRIQ was attacked, youngsters 
stood guard all day and night at NADAE MILLAT, JASARAT was attacked, the 
office of MAGHRABI PAKISTAN was torn up, but after a temporary burst of 
passion, this was considered a temporary wave of social protest and was 
ignored. Since neither the newspapers nor the people have any way to 
demand reparations for the damage they suffer, these waves of two-sided 
protest continue to rise. How can the newspapres protest? For the moment, 
there is danger of the discussion taking a wrong turn if we raise this 
subject, so it is necessary to ignore it. At any rate, investigative 
reporting is a very important part of journalism in the modern age. But 
the sad thing is that, as was mentioned above, while referring to the 
accusation that the Islami Jamiat-i-Tulaba's high official Shabir Ahmad 

and his companion Ahsan had unsuccessfully tried to hijack an airplane, 

the press release of the Airport Security Force was by itself considered to 
be 100 percent correct and complete and with embellishment, was used as the 
basis for the entire story. Otherwise why did the investigating reporter 
not ask what Shabir Ahmad, who wanted to nijack a plane, was doing in 
Sukkur? What was his purpose in coming from Sukkur to Lahore? Where did 
he stay in Lahore? Who did he meet? It would have been even easire to 
find the answers to these questions because one of the accused was still in 
police custody. But no newspaper reporter bothered to search for the 
answers to these questions. Why? It is the responsibility of those 
newspapers to answer or not answer this question. Even so we must state 
here that we consider investigative reporting to be a right of journalists; 
a right which they should have, and any attempt to stop it, from whatever 
direction, is to be resented. 


Another matter which has been thrown up by this unfortunate incident is the 
description of the chaos and destruction caused by the students as an attack 
on freedom of the press. We consider this claim to be based on a great 
exaggeration. Disregarding the matter of to what extent the facts in the 
news item under discussion were true or not, it is totally incorrect to 

call the protest against it an attack on freedom of the press. Someone 

was absolutely correct in saying “the limit of your freedom stops where 

my nose begins.” Whether it be the Islami Jamiat-i-Tulaba, or the Jamat- 
i-Islami, the Muslim League or the Pakistan Jamhuri Party, the Tahrik-i- 
Istaglal or the Qaumi Jamhuri Party, we have not yet seen any of them ci«im 
that if any newspaper publishes anything against them the newspaper will 
have to face serious consequences. The break-up or unity of a political 
party and the stories of the victories and defeats of student unions in the 
universities are continually being published. The newspapers give them 
space on their pages according to their policy and needs. But you have never 
heard of anyone protesting "Why was a particular item published? Why was 

it not published?" Or "Why was it not given the importance it deserved?" 
And if freedom of the press means that some newspapers or some one newspaper 
can without thinking make such a frightful accusation against some person or 
organization as hijacking, the punishmen* for which is at least death and 
the perpetration of which is synonymous «ith being an enemy of the country, 
then who could support it? It is necessary to have concrete proof to make 
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such an important allegation, not just a press release in which there was 
not even any mention of a plane hijacking. The strange thing was that in 
the postal edition of the 23 April JANG the news was published with six- 
column headlines as: 


“Attempt to hijack PIA airplane foiled. Two armed students arrested: both 
from a subsidiary organization of a defunct political party." 


And this news, as was described above, was created just on the basis of a 
press release. In its introductary paragraph it was stated: 


"(Staff Reporter). Foiling an attempt to hijack a PIA airplane en route to 
Peshawar from Lahore, the Security Force staff arrested two armed students. 
They were armed with a pistol loaded with bullets..." 


And then its ending is like this: 


"It is obviously suspected that the two had wanted to hijack the plane and 
take it to Kabul instead of Peshawar." 


If we look at the disparity in these portions in the postal edition and the 
local edition, it becomes clear that during this time something certainly 
must have happened to make this news which was published with "banner head 
lines" have only two column high headlines in the local edition. And 
there was quite a change in its contents. Undoubtedly the original news 
could not be published because so important a news item published in the 
postal edition would have been refuted the same day. A new problem which 
comes before us here is not "freedom of the press" but "freedom of infor- 
mation.” We are sorry that in the reaction of our journalist brothers to 
the commotion caused by the students, freedom of the press and freedom of 
information have been made synonymous. The above news item to which the 
students had such a violent reaction, which is at any rate objectionable, 
comes under the heading of freedom of information. The journliast should 
have the opportunity to obtain information and fulfill his duty of getting 
the information to his readers without any obstruction. But in no society 
of the world, be it civilized or uncivilized, does any journalist have 

the right to twist and distort the information to this extent. The 
appropriate place for the expression of freedom of the press is not in the 
news columns but on the editorial page and in articles. This is the point 
which this terrible incident demands that we keep before our eyes, that is, 
we bear in mind the difference between freedom of expression and freedom 
of information.

DEMOCRACY ‘NOT PRACTICED’; NEED FOR ISLAMIC IDEOLOGY IN POLITICS

[Excerpts] First of all, there just isn't anyone in Pakistan who talks about 
ideology, and even if there are some in this world, they are besieged by the 
plagiarists of the "play of democracy" and lose their way, because in 
practice they themselves do not have the courage to act according to the 
constitution (the holy Koran) of Pakistan. They become nervous when they 
come into the grip of the offshoots of democracy, i.e., bureaucracy and 
diplomacy. In their journey in the practice of democarcy they become 
engrossed in living a palatial life where their mind finds brilliance and 
their body becomes plump. They keep up the argument of ideology but they 
don't believe in it in their hearts. Pakistan cam: into existence from 
ideological politics, and united India split into two parts and was 
established as India because of ideological politics. India's ideology 

was secular and democratic, so putting this ideology into practice made 

India strong and the country united. Running away from ideology made 
Pakistan split into two party. Hypocrisy and provincial partisanship took 
root in the country. When East Pakistan became Bangladesh, the Indian Prime 
Minister Mrs Indira Gandhi said publically, "Pakistan"s two nation theory has 
now ended, and the formula for dividing the subcontinent on the basis of 
ideology was wrong." We should have realized the intentions of our enemy 
and the importance of ideology from this statement, but our ranking politicians 
and scholars keep giving reasons for the restoration of democracy by referring 
to western ideas. The fact of the matter is that they don't believe in 
democracy as a creed even 1 percent. Believing in an ideology has nothing 

to do with it. What these gentlemen believe in is getting power for then- 
selves, ruling, and living a palatial life. This is their ideology. And 
this is their democracy. They are the proof of the saying: 


Democracy their maidservant; ideology their slave 
Advancing two steps they say hello to power. 


We have been pointing out that while there are hopeful signs that there may 
be respect for expression of opinions ard the willingness to accept criticism 
in the democarcy for which they keep ye:rring, they themselves cannot tolerate 
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any criticism or difference of opinion. Incidents ranging from insults to 
beatings and killings are visible before us bright as day. Are not such 
ranking politicians and scholars being hypocritical about democracy? They 
talk about elections. When they see themselves failing in an election then 
their democracy is immediately confronted with danger. When they change 
failure into success by various deceits and by buying votes then the future 
of democracy is bright and shining. The 1977 elections exhibit these facts. 
National Alliance had barely won 60 or 70 seats; they were absolutely no 
more successful than that. But the leaders of National Alliance party 
insisted that there had been fraud regarding all the seats, therefore all 
the seats belonged to them and they coveted the highest national authority 
without the participation of anyone else. Is it not fraud in the practice 
of democracy to obstinately refuse negotiation and to insist on one's own 
way like a headstrong horse? Is this not a negation of democracy? Western 
democracy has a particular cool-headedness and mind temperament. It 
possesses a particular logic and reasoning. In practice another characteris- 
tic of Western democracy is that it is the birthright of the rulers to live 
the high life in palatial halls in the name of the people, and to earn huge 
salaries and allowances from the income of the blood and sweat of the 
people because, in order to reach the halls of power in democracy, it is 
necessary first to be a capitalist. It is nothing to spend 300,000 rupees 
on an election. Success or failure is both conditional and not conditional 
on this amount. Consider that there is a price attached to the horse of 
power. If the horse of power wins then it is lucky thrown of the dice. If 
it loses, then an unlucky throw. The methods of democracy are also very 
regal. The amusing thing is that the representatives of the people leap out 
of the halls of power just at election time, like frongs which come out 
only when it rains. They come out on the level of the public surrounded 

by their swarm of lackeys. Otherwise they are completely unaware of the 
pain and suffering on the level of the people, and they stay buried under 
their files and drunk with power. 


By God, we are not against democracy, but we are very much against the 
current electoral and regal style of democracy. 


We are strongly opposed to that kind of democracy in which elections are 
called in which only the capitalist class and the feudal lords can take part, 
and in which hundreds of thousands of rupees are spent like water; where 
those with a differing opinion are considered enemies and their blood spilt 
without pity; where putting one's opponents in jail has become a demand of 
democracy; where a government elected by the people is in power, and the 
assemblies are echoing with the shouts of the representatives of the people, 
but a mountain of terror and oppression has fallen on the people; wiere 

the people are beaten without mercy in the police stations, and innocent, 
respectable people are shamefully insulted; where the hospitals are filled 
with the sick, the doctors are present, but there are no medicines to be 
found, and theft is secretly going on; where the courts are filled with the 
problems of the people, and there is no quick solution to their problems 
and no sign of justice anywhere; the criminals are considered worthy of 
hcuor and respectable citizens are dishonored; where murder, dishonor, 
robbery with violence, bribery, nepotism, black marketeering, hoarding, 
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smuggling and the mad desire to amass as much wealth as possible are all 
increasing and spreading like an air-creeper vine to smother society. In 
such a diseased and sick society can there be a demand to repeat the 
democracy which has led to this disease? Does democratic politics have the 
cure for all these problems? And is there a cure in the practice of 
elections? If there were some program in democratic and electoral politics 
to give society a peaceful and quiet atmosphere then it would not have been 
impossible for such democratic societies to become healthy. So far as 
ideological politics is concerned, ideology is a great power in it, and 
along with political policy, it implements the limits and conditions of 
ideology in society which ends the distinction between high and low. The 
government fully protects the rights of the people. In ideological politics 
the government becomes the servant of the people and does not live a regal 
life but rather lives like the ordinary people. In ideological politics 

the rich do not live separately in spick and span colonies and the poor in 
small dark huts. In ideological democracy hospitals, police stations, courts 
and all other institutions beautifully fulfill the rights and duties of their 
people humbly and obediently and with sensitivity. The standard of living of 
the people is raised, and every individual is persuaded to be self-sufficient. 
Every person easily has honorable accomodations and can eat his fill at 
every meal. No one can be seen living his life weeping by the roadside or 
dying of starvation in a cramped dark building. In ideological politics 

the government is god-fearing and sympathizes and commiserates with the 
people. It approaches the people with tenderness, kindheartedness, affec- 
tion and humility, and abstains from arrogance, haughtiness, insolence and 
pride. In ideological ,olitics the government does not spend hundreds of 
thousands of dollars selling itself to the public while hiding its faults 

and begging votes from door to door; rather the people bow before their 

door of their own will and present them with the highest authority. When 
they come into power they rule over the hearts of the people and sacrifice 
their body, soul, and all their resources for their country and nation. 

This was the ideological politics which gave birth to pure, clean and 
peaceful societies. This was the ideological politics which gave birth to 
Pakistan on the basis of ideology in a world of the politics of democracy 
and communism. Ever since the Muslim nation forgot ideological politics, 

its political and economic situation has become more and more serious, and 
electoral democratic politics has left the Muslim nation nowhere. 





Pakistan has reached the middle of its fourth decade of existence. Ideological 
politics was wrapped up and put away with the founding of Pakistan, but the 

sad thing is that the intellectuals and proponents of electoral democracy 

and electoral politics have preached democratic politics constantly but 

they have never acted upon it themselves. Our politicians are like those 
engineers who read and teach theory their whole lives but are themselves 
incapable of building a building or a bridge or constructing a road. 


We should study the situation in Pakistan and see whether democratic and 
electoral politics really can work here successfully. In this regard, we 
should center our attention on the following facts. First of all, Pakistan 
is completely lacking in any nationally accepted leadership. Then there are 
big feudal lords and religious seats of power established here, which came to 
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Pakistan in inheritance. They have made themselves rich capitalists: the 
landlords through their large landholdings, and the heirs of saints through 
sucking the blood of their followers and disciples. Heaps of wealth and the 
compulsions and constraints of hundreds- of thousands of humans surround them 
like flies around sugar. They want power and only power. They already 

have everything else. The third group is the group of businessmen and 
industrialists which grew up in Pakistan itself. This group has taken more 
than half of the country's capital for itself by its illegal business and 
industry. It too has everything. But they don't have the pleasure and the 
pomp and show of the highest power. The fourth group is that of the 
bureaucracy which controls the key posts of the government. Since all the 
resources of the country are in their control and possession, this group too 
consists of wealthy capitalists. It wants to establish a government of its 
own choice here which will dance to the tune of the bureaucracy. The fifth 
group is composed of those journalists and intellectuals who are in agreement 
with the first named four groups. This group plays an important role in 
eulogizing the other four groups and in advancing their objectives. In 
return the other four groups play an important role in freeing their eulogists 
from the anxiety of livelihood, so this fifth group too is a capitalist 
class. It has wealth and riches and the patronage of the other four groups, 
and it wants to see these four groups in power. The sixth group is that 

of the majority. And it is much larger than the other five groups. But 
this is the group of helpless humans which sees and hears everything. Power 
is not the goal of this group. Its goal is just to be able to eat and fill 
its belly, and in the pursuit of this goal it takes countless beatings 

like the nag pulling a pony cart which is already half dead and benumbed. 
This wretched creature has no interest in elections or democracy. He will 
follow whoever talks to him of food. Despite this group's economic 
hardships it still has not forgotten its ideology. When there is mention 

of ideology it proves ideology more important to it than its own life. 
Whether it be the elections of 1970 or the movement for the system of the 
Prophet or the movement of the ideology of Pakistan, they always draw its 
attention to the rule of ideology. 


The present government is a martial law government. The leader of the 
government is one who believes in ideology and faith. He has announced 

again and again that he wants to bring the rule of ideological politics to 
this ideological country. Living in the midst of bureaucrats and in the 
palatial halls of power he is cautiously advancing towards ideological 
politics. What he should pay most attention to is that the Pakistani

[Text] When America pulled out of its commitments in South Vietnam, it 
seemed like a victory for communism in Asia. But in the decade since, the 
real winner has not been Marxist-Leninist ideology or Vietnamese aggression 
but regional harmony. The loss of Cambodia and the ensuing diplomatic 
battle between the five (and the free world) and Vietnam in intermational 
forums has served to rally the non-commumist nations of ASEAN closer 
together. In the glow of diplomatic successes, ASEAN leaders are confident 
in their belief that the regional association is now "a state of mind” 
which puts regional interests at least on par with, if not above, sectional 
interests. The value of that kind of thinking is increasingly relevant in 
a world where armed might has regrettably become the chosen instrument 

for resolving conflict and satisfying ambition. The various discussions 
and dialogues between the five and other governments have shown that there 
is really concensus on many issues ranging from economics to politics to 
social affairs. But while impressive as far as multinational groupings go, 
ASEAN is yet short of the mark. The true test of an ASEAN spirit goes 

much deeper than this. It must touch the hearts and the lives of the 
ordinary people. This is essential for ASEAN to take root as a truly 
universal concept in the minds of the 250 million people who make up the 
body of the association. 


In recent years we have seen a proliferation of ASEAN-wide organisations. 
They span many levels. From professional associations to trade and industry, 
from commerce to shipping and from health to education. Close interaction 
between the leading lights of each country will certainly help bring us 
closer together. But again it fails to touch the heart. Our leaders 

deal with each other in good faith, amity and trust. That is a great leap 
forward in relations from even the recent past. To talks about the example 
of the European community where there is the freedom to roam and work 
throughout the community's borders with very little hindrance or paperwork 
or even an ASEAN parliament right now seems premature, which is putting it 
mildly. It is a daunting task to achieve that degree of cooperation in 

our lifetime. Moreover, should we not evolve our own yardsticks for the 

type and level of cooperation required and relevant to our different cultural 














and historical background? And even the most optimistic ASEANphiles know 
the pitfalls of trying to push together a disparate group of nations all

Concerning this movement to form a political party, SIAM RAT was told by 

a person within labor circles that, at present, one group of laborers is trying 
very hard to form a political party in order tohave it serve as the special 
Organization of the laborers. 


The leaders of this group of laborers are Mr Sawat Lukdot, the secretary-general 
of the Employees' Council of the Labor Council of Thailand, «nd Mr Somphong 
Sarakawi, a former student leader. Both men have ciose relations with Mr Prasoet 
Supsunthon, a former CPT central Committee member, and the Democratic Soldiers 
group. 


The name of this new political party will be the Democratic Labor Party. At 
present, the founders are quickly trying to gather members in order to have 
the necessary 5,000 members as required by law. The party will then be registered. 


Mr Sawat Lukdot told SIAM RAT that it is true that he is one of the founders 

of the Democratic Labor Party. He feels that politics must be used to help

Mr Somphong Sarakawi stated that efforts will be made to register the party 
as soon as possible. At present, only 300 to 400 more members are needed to 
reach the 5,000 mark in accord with the law. "The policy of our party is the 
policy of the 1 April Revolutionary Council." 


As for some people's fears that this will involve laborers in politics to 


the point where they abandon labor union activities, Mr Somphong pointed out 
that the laborers will not abandon the unions. Union activities will be carried 
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out strictly and well. “We must not separate unionism from the political party. 
It is not necessary to abandon one of them." Mr Somphong also said that the 
laborers are not struggling for economic reasons alone. They must also show 

an interest in the problem of democracy and the problem of war and peace. 
Knowledge about these problems can be gained frc. the political party. 


As for whether or not this party will be associated with the Democratic Soldiers 
group, particularly with Major General Rawi Wanphen, the head of this group, 

Mr Somphong stated that “there is a connection as far as thinking is concerned 
but there is no connection as far as the formation of the party is concerned.”

[Text] In politics at present, there is much talk about General Prem Tinsulanon, 
the prime minister. And the things being discussed are not rumors or anything 
damaging to the honor or reputation of the prime minister. Rather, they bode 

well for Thai politics in the future. 


The thing that is being discussed is whether General Prem Tinsulanon will 
become a member of a political party, and, if political parties in Thailand 
are established in accord with the law, which of these political parties will 
the prime minister decide to join. 


As for the prime minister becoming a member of a political party, we feel 
that this is the correct thing for him to do. During the entire period that 
General Prem has been involved in politics, while he received support and 
became prime minister, in a democratic system it is very strange that he has 
never been a member of a party. He became prime minister within a democratic 
system but he does not belong to a party, although he has received enough 
Support from the political parties to maintain stability and maintain his 
position as prime minister to the present time. Thus, if the prime minister 
becomes a member of a political party that supports him, this will not be 

at all strange. 


Concerning this matter, there is just one question. That is, in the near future, 
will General Prem remain involved in politics? We do not know and cannot guess 
what General Prem intends to do. Thus, whether General Prem will join a political 
party is still uncertain. 


If General Prem decides not to get involved with such political methods, either 
because he is tired from the things that he has gone through for so long or 
because he is bored with politics, we would understand if he does not join 

a party. But if he decides to continue on in politics and looks to a political 
future, feeling that he can benefit Thailand and the Thai people, we are sure 
that General Prem will have to join a party or establish a new party in accord 
with the law. 











Concerning the fact that there is talk about General Prem joining a political 
party, this is tantamount to asking him to show an interest in politics and 

to stay involved in politics. Because the time when people could be politicians 
without belonging to a political party is rapidly coming to an end. Thus, 


this talk is a warning to General Prem that he must make a decision about 
his future.

THAI NATION PARTY POLITICKING, FINANCES NOTED

|Text] The Thai Nation Party has finished electing a party executive committee. Mr 
Sihanat Rucha, a spokesman for the Thai Nation Party, asked reporters to say that 
things were “orderly and very smooth." 


This is probably true, as the spokesman said. If some party comes and observes 
the organization and unity of this party, it will have a good example to think 
about. 


Party members from all provinces filled the conference room at the Mandarin 
Hotel. I would estimate that there were roughly 1,000 people there. But I 
was told by an insider that, of the members who filled the hall, most came 
from Suphanburi and Saraburi provinces. 


The party capitalists met with great enthusiasm. Even though Colonel Narong 
Kittikhachon, a new member, claimed that there was little money to play politics, 
the attempt to open the Thepprathan hotel along the Chao Phraya River in the 
Yannawa area has led many people to believe that the Ayuthaya provincial field 
can provide large sums of money if Colonel Narong goes and runs for election 
there in the name of the Thai Nation Party. 


However, there will probably not be the smell of blood and gunpowder as there 
was in Phetchaburi Province, where he once tried to run for election. 


The capitalists in this party have all joined together and become party committee 
members. This includes a textile capitalist, a capitalist from the Asahi Glass 
Company, one from the textile industry, one from a trading company and one 

from the Mali Milk Company (this capitalist once supported the Democrat Party), 
the owner of the Thanin Television Station, an important person in the Borneo 
Company, a capitalist who serves as an advisor concerning petroleum matters 

and others. 
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Mom-y does not seem to be any problem. 


Looking at this party's election of party committee members, it is very strange 
that no one opposed the nomination of this “slate” of candidates with another 
“slate.” 


Yes, looking at such unanimity, it can be said that probably no one except 
Major General Praman Adireksan has a chance to become party leader, or, if 
this should be wrong, Major General Chatchai Chunhawan. 


As for an ordinary person gaining a position in this party, the most he could 
hope for would be to become an ordinary committee member who does not have 

the same rights or voice as other committee members who come from large companies 
Or who were once high-ranking government officials. 


But comparing the Thai Nation Party with the National Democracy Party, whose 

recent election of committee members was a failure and some of whose MPs have 
turned away, we can see the skill of this capitalist party that is of a very 

different class, even though some [in the other party] are called eagles. 


At the least, the junior members of the Thai Nation Party pay more attention 
to their party leader. And there is no division between the capitalists and 
the MPs as there is in the National Democratic Party. 


The Thai Nation Party's election atmosphere was like being in a nightclub. 
There were drinks and food and there was music and a floorshow, although it 
was not risque. In addition, the election proceedings were recorded on video 
tape (the only request is that this not be shown to foreign political parties 
Since they will smile at the methods of Thai political parties). 


Another clear feature in this election held by the Thai Nation Party was that 
the party leaders and the party capitalists mixed with each other happily 
while the members and MPs of the party had to come pay their respects to them 
and then go and mix with the other MPs and ordinary members. 


As for the party level politicking of this party, there was very little intimacy 
with the common members. 


I could not help remembering an old affair of this party. Why did the leader 
of this party once say that “we cannot be the opposition?" 


And why after it joined the government was this party unable to keep its Ministry 
of Industry portfolio?

SOCIAL SCIENTIST ANALYZES MILITARY INTERVENTION IN POLITICS

{Text] Even before the tumult about a “national parliament" had died down 
in parliament, someone proposed forming a national political party -~- which 
would enhance Thailand's political history -- called the National Alliance 
Party. 


The person who proposed this took the Malaysian UMNO Party as the model. This 
would be like a “central organization” of small parties that had joined together 
to serve as the government's central party. The person who proposed this 

feels that the founders of this party should include General Prem, the commanders 
in chief of the three military services, the supreme commander, the director- 
general of the Police Department and former directors-general of various depart- 
ments who have retired. They should serve as the key people to bind together 

the small parties. 


But the problem is not in the form of this idea. Even people in general who 
are not very interested in politics know that this is impossible if it were 
just up to the person who proposed this, Mr Amnuai Suwannakhiri. Even he once 
said at the end of an interview that “this is my own personal view." 


But this view is in accord with the views of the “senators.” Based on a conversation 
with Mr Prayun Suraniwong, an MP who is a member of the National Democracy 

Party, (whose interview by MATICHON was printed in the 24 May issue), it is 

worth thinking about the “possibility” that Mr Amnuai Suwannakhiri was just 

the “person who announced” this idea in place of some group that thinks like 

this. In particular, this idea may have originated in circles that Mr Amnuai 

is involved with in his capacity as chairman of the parliamentary subcommittee 

for military affairs and as the brother of Dr Trairong, a spokesman for the 

present government. 
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lhree Institutions and Three “National” Apparatuses 


It is no secret at all that a policy similar to having a “National Alliance 
Party (or “national government,” “national army” and “national parliament") 
is favored by the National Security Council, which nas had such an idea ever 
Since 1975 after a conference on the “loss” of the three Indochina countries. 


The icea that is referred to here is the idea of national security. The structure 
is composed of national ideals, which include three basic institutions -- 

the nation, the religion and the monarchy. The political organizations have 

the duty of protecting national security through the “national political 

system" (democracy with the king as the head). These political-administrative 
Organizations include the (national) parliament, the (national) government 

and the (national) army. 


Why “National?” 


The philosophers behind the “national” thinking of the National Security Council 
can be separated into two main groups. 


The first group thinks that the reality of the country, especially since 

14 October 1973, is that the military was excluded from having political power 

or political influence, especially in parliament. The businessmen and capitalists 
were free from the power and influence of the military.They took this opportunity 
to build themselves up as a group with political bargaining power and they 

formed political parties to protect their interests. Some officers who received 
support from some of the political parties, or capitalists, struggled to gain 
power in the army. Mass groups such as the laborers formed labor unions. The 
social] anarchy in that period led to the rise of several political power groups, 
each with its own political potential. Thus, gathering together or uniting 

the various interests was a way to build an alliance, with the political organiza- 
tions of the state serving as the focal point and using the word “national” 

in order to prevent the power groups, particularly the various economic groups, 
from fighting among themselves. This would have made the social and administrative 
Situation worse and been a weakness that the enemies of “national survival” 

(the communist party or invaders) could have taken advantage of. 


The second group feels that the situation is one of conflict, disorganization 
and infiltration. If things are allowed to continue like this, there wili 

be no unity or social order, and social stability will weaken and disintegrate. 
Several groups must unite under the [leadership] of the political organizations 
of the state as quickly as possible, even if it is necessary to force, or 
elminiate, those who oppose this. 


Even though the views of these two groups are fundamentally different, both 
these groups still act in accord with the national security policy, with each 
group having the same goals. 











Phenomena and Games 


Actually, the fact that the army was able to return to power after the reform 

of © October 1976 should have given a great boost to the security idea. But 

just the opposite occurred. Because the CPT kept expanding, the 20 October coup, 
along with “semi democracy,” was necessary in order to change course from 
“breaking the knife with the knees” to “moving slowly in accord with the real 
Situation” in order to contro] the political groups that were expanding from 

the businessmen, or industrial merchants, and the political parties. The aim 

was to destroy their power and place them under strict control. 


The fact that the army carried out the reform of 6 October 1976 does not show 
that there is unity in the army. Following the suspicious death of General 
Krit Siwara, the home of Lieutenant General Amnat Damrikan was bombed.Later 
on, after he had become a full general, General Amnat died suspiciously like 
General Krit.After that came the transfer of officers during the time that 
General Kriangsak was prime minister. General Soem Na Nakhon was made supreme 
commander and (then) Lieutenant General Prem was made RTA CINC. And when General 
Prem became prime minister, colonels were transferred and his term as RTA 
CINC was extended. As a result of the events of 1 April, Lieutenant General 
Athit was made a full gereral and made assistant commander in chief of the 
army. Most recently, prior to this October, there has been internal pressure 
to put General Pamot Thawonchan on a “par” with General Athit “waiting” 
for the position of RTA CINC. And it is certain that the you turks will 

not be allowed to return to the army. 


Parliament has the fewest problems since the present constitution was drafted 
for the benefit of parliament, for the security sphere and for the beneift 

ot the various political groups. The government was the one who changed this. 
But today’s parliament is still not a “national” parliament, which was the 
intention since the very beginning. 


From the time of General Kriangsak until the first Prem government, the government 
and the parties, or political groups, have seemed to be testing this alliance 
under the leadership of the core. But because of the confusion and interests 

of the political parties, it has not been possible to create a real alliance. 
General Kriangsak had to resign. And General Prem had to reshuffle his government 
two more times (there may be a fourth Prem government) before the situation 

began to change. The three major parties that have joined the government have 

had rather serious conflicts and "clashes" with each other. The politicians 

in the major parties that have “credit” were compelled to accept positions 

that pose a risk to their “credit" and political reputation. At the same time, 
within the parties, there have been more and more conflicts because of the 
original conflict in interests. The matter of members leaving the party and 
joining another party, which was once a common event, seems to be getting 

more serious. The position and prestige of the three major parties have declined. 
The age of the party leaders who have had great prestige since the beginning 

has passed. At the same time, in the eyes of the people, the prime minister 

is isolated since he has remained above thesetiresome conflicts and has not gotten 
involved in these conflicts of interest. 














wiile the major parties are disorganized, the small parties have faded away 
or dissolved themselves and joined the larger parties. Or they have continued 


to exist Dut without having any role or significance. Furthermore, when the 
political party law, which is about to be passed by parliament, is promulgated, 
the small parties will no longer have any chance. (As for the National Alliance 


Party, this may be an idea that reflects present parliamentary turmoil. Or 
it may represent a change in the idea of a “national parliament” in the present 
conditions in which political parties are accepted.) 


Parliament, the political parties and the government will probably continue 
in existence in a game that will continue to be played for only a little while 
longer -- until things are ready. 


Democratic Politics or Military (Parliamentary) Conservatism? 


Just because the “national parliament” is just a rumor and the “National Alliance 
Party” is just a personal idea at present, this does not mean that they cannot 
become a reality. They havea chance to become real as long as the movement 

to create national security under the “three institutions and three apparatuses" 
continues to be carried on carefully in accord with the complexity of the 
Atuation and with patience. It has been possible to defeat the CPT. The time 

may have come to exert every effort to create security with a “national political 


“ 


system. 
fhe collapse of the Kriangsak and first Prem governments made it clear that 
the method cc: relying on forming an alliance will be defeated by the method 
of joining centers. Even though we will not see force used, we will see a 

political game that will gradually destroy the old system and create a new 


and cruel system. This means that Thailand will start to pull back from democratic 
politics ana return to military (parliamentary) conservatism.
